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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The Oversea imports during June were valued at £2,570,696 
and show an increase of £582,670, or 29-3 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year. The total for the year, July to 
June, 1917-18, was £29,229,165, a decrease of £3,513,401, or 10-7 per 
cent., in comparison with the year 1916-17. 


The Oversea exports during June amounted to £2,720,494, being a 
decrease of £813,632, or 23 per cent., as compared with the correspond- 
ing month of last year. For the twelve months July to June, 1917-18, 
there was a decrease of £3,202,627, or 7-6 per cent., compared with the 
figures for 1916-17. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding the value of the imports from State ports, 
the articles imported at the port of Sydney, in June were valued 
at £4,078,899. The following is a summary of the imports during

Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for June show that the net revenue 
for the month was £3,695,045, or £264,801 more than in June of 
last year—an increase of 7-°7 per cent. During the twelve months ended 
30th June, the revenue was £21,567,450 being £1,055,702, or 5.1 per 
cent. more than in the last financial year.

£117,258, or 8-1 per cent., as compared with June of last year. 
During the twelve months ended 30th June, the expenditure was 
£20,631,148 being £670,322, or 3:4 per cent. more than in 1916-17.

Gold Production —The gold yield during June, 1918, was 7,856 oz. crude, 
equal to 7,472 oz. fine, valued at £31,742, and showed an increase of 
1,702 oz, fine, and £7,235 in value, compared with June of last year, 
The value of the gold produced during the six months was £189,892, 
and showed an increase of 4,837 oz. fine, and £20,548 in value, in the 
figures for the corresponding period of last year. 


Banks,—The principal features disclosed in the banking averages for the 
quarter ended 30th June, area considerable addition to the advances made 
(which include investments), and a decline in the cash held. Compared 
with the returns of the previous year, there was a decrease of £474,203 
in current accounts, but an increase in the total deposits of £2,440,329, 
the latter item being inclusive of Savings Bank deposits—interest 
bearing—of the Commonwealth Bank of Australia, amounting to 
£4,237,590. Reserves of coin and bullion decreased by £107,647 since 
June, 1917, but inereased by £15,750 during the quarter. Advances 
increased during the year by £9,984,303, and during the quarter by 
£3,692,588. The proportion of cash, bullion, and notes to total 
liabilities now stands at over 25 per cent., and indicates a sound position 
in view of the prevailing conditions. Included in the total value of 
cash held is an amount of £11,042,179 Australian Notes, as against 
£11,766,417 at the end of June, 1917, For the first time-on record 


the total value of assets of all Trading Banks amounted to over 100 
millions, 


Savings Banks.—The latest returns show that at the 31st March, 1918, 
there were 908,203 depositors, having £41,976,008 on deposit. This 
shows an increase of £843,733 in deposits during the quarter. The 
average amount on deposits was over £46 per depositor. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 54) as to the retail prices’ in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in June, 1918, prices were 35:1 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914; 2-7 per cent. higher than in June, 1917; and 0-9 per cent. 
lower than in the preceding month, May, 1918. 


Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
June, 1918, 61°3 per cent. higher than in July, 1914; 2-7 per cent.

With the exception of June, 1917, when the level reached 158°8, meat 
prices were lower than in any month since January, 1916. The slight 
drop since May was due to reduced prices of beef, mutton being 
stationary. 

A number of other commodities showed increased prices, notably oat- 
meal, tea, sago, flour, butter, cheese, raisins, currants, candles, and soap, 
while decreased prices ruled for potatoes, ham, bacon, and eggs. 


Meteorology.—The rain during June was generally below the average, 
falls of any extent being confined chiefly to the districts south of the 
Murrumbidgee River and in the extreme south-east of the State. In 
some parts of the more favoured districts the total fal!s approached 
normal, but on the whole a decided tendency to dryness was apparent, 
especially in the Central and Northern areas, where the rainfall was 
extremely light and scattered ; many stations reported a total absence 
of rain. A little rain occurred on parts of the North Coast during the 
“month due to tropical influences. 
Clear skies favoured mild to warm day temperatures with cold nights, 
and frost conditions accompanied by fogs were frequently experienced. 


Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—June, 1918.—The births registered 
numbered 1,518, equal to 23:43 per 1,000 of population per annum ; 
of the total, 819 were males and 699 females. The rate is 14 per cent. 
below the average of the previous five years, 

The deaths numbered 658, namely, 359 males and 299 females. The 
mortality rate of 10°16 per 1,000 of population per annum, is 8 per 
cent. below the average of the previous five years. The deaths were 
below the average in all age-groups. 

The infantile mortality was 59°3 per 1,000 births, and is 7 per cent. 
below the average for the month of June for the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
June, 420 new buildings, as compared with 475 in June, 1917. 

The total for the six months, January to June, was 2,471, as 
compared with 2,673 during the corresponding period of Moire 


Land Selections.—During June, 81 applications were made for 41,170 
acres under the Crown Land Act; and 37,901 acres, representing 98 
blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which includes areas set 
apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year the num- 
ber of applications has been 457, and the area applied for 324,592 
acres. The original area gazetted for residential settlement since the 


1st January is 366,771 acres, representing 452 blocks,

Up to the present he has made orders in respect of Bread, Flour, Bran, 
Pollard, Soap, Butter, Milk, Plum Puddings, Cheese, Bacon, Hams, Glaxo, Lactogen, Rabbits, Oil, Cream, Cocoa, 
Infants and Invalids’ Food, Biscuits, Confectionery, Hides, Sulphate of Ammonia, Galvanized Iron, White Lead, 
second-hand Oil Cases and Tins, Semolina, Wheatmeal, Soda Ash, Tin, Salt, Bicarbonate of Soda, Broken Glass, 
Glass Bottles, Canned Fruit, Caustic Soda, Tobacco, Matches, Rice, Oatmeal, Bags (2nd hand), Linseed Oil, 
Olive Oil, Vinegar, Jam, Knitting Wool, Hosiery Yarns, Cornsacks (new), Branbags (new), Paper Bags, Shellac, 
Arsenic.

Spring Lambing. 


The ewes reserved for the spring lambing numbered 3,260,000, including a 
small proportion of ewes which failed to lamb during the autumn. It is anticipated 
that with normal conditions from now onwards, 2,160,000 lambs will be dropped, and 
1,700,000 will be marked. Even this result, unsatisfactory as it is, is dependent entirely 
upon much improved weather conditions. All classes of sheep have been affected 
adversely by the continued dry weather, and as only coarse dry feed was available in 
many of the districts prior to and during the mating season, the health and condition 
of both the rams and the ewes were not conducive to a heavy spring lambing.
